2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 42 
and 44-51 are allowed because: 

In regard to claim 42, 44-51, the prior art fails to disclose a bone anchor insertion 
system comprising in combination with other limitations of the claims, the longitudinal 
axis of a handle and the longitudinal axis of a bone anchor mount are substantially 
parallel. 
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Beyar et al. (5,972,000) disclose a bone anchor insertion system comprising a 
handle, a hook-shaft and a bone mount wherein in the bone mount having a longitudinal 
axis perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of a handle. 

Pietrzak et al. (5,527,342) disclose a bone mount having a longitudinal axis 
parallel to the longitudinal axis of the handle but fail to disclose a hook-shaft having a 
curved portion intermediate to the first and second ends of the shaft and being offset 
from the longitudinal axis of the handle.
